Manuel  A.  Noriega  “and  we  don’t 
want  to  be  caught  unprejiared  if  he 
responds  by  trying  to  sabotage  canal 
equipment  or  other  facilities,”  said 
one  official. 

While  there  is  no  evidence  of  sabo¬ 
tage  and  no  reason  at  this  iioint  to 
anticipate  an  attack  on  U.S.  facilities 
by  Panamanians,  “there  have  been  a 
number  of  bomb  scares  recently,” 
said  one  official. 

“We  don’t  want  to  over-react,  but 


we  don’t  want  to  get  caught  flat- 
footed,  either,”  said  another  source. 

Work  stoppages  and  violence  broke 
out  in  Panama  City  Monday  as  public 
employees  learned  they  would  not  be 
paid  by  a  government  that  has  run  out 
of  money. 

The  government  began  selling 
sacks  of  low-cost  food,  called  “dignity 
bags,”  to  unpaid  workers.  Some 
schoolteachers,  telephone  company 
and  dock  workers  demanded  cash  and 


struck  to  reinforce  their  demand. 

Protesters  erected  flaming  street 
barricades  of  trash  and  debris.  Others 
yelled  at  security  forces  and  were  met 
by  volleys  of  tear  gas. 

Riot  police  used  tear  gas  to  dis¬ 
perse  about  600  primary  and  sec¬ 
ondary  school  teachers  blocking  traf¬ 
fic  in  front  of  the  Ministry  of 
Education.  “We  want  our  pay!” 
shouted  the  teachers.  “Books  yes, 
ai'ms  no!” 
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Provo  city  will  go  alone  in  develop¬ 
ing  a  new  $2.7  million  landfill,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Mayor  Joe  Jenkins. 

“It  doesn’t  look  like  any  of  the  cities 
will  come  with  us,”  Jenkins  said. 

Two  weeks  ago,  Jenkins  proposed 
development  of  a  640-acre  site  south¬ 
west  of  Utah  Lake  near  Elberta  and 
invited  neighboring  cities  to  join  with 
Provo  in  developing  this  landfill  pro¬ 
ject. 

“One  city,  Spanish  Fork,  expressed 
interest,  but  they  are  tied  in  with 
Springville  on  a  landfill,  and  we  don’t 
know  what  they  will  want  to  do.” 

Cities  not  interested 

The  response  from  mayors  and 
other  city  representatives  has  not 
been  encouraging,  although  these 
Utah  County  cities  may  want  to  buy 
into  the  operation  within  a  couple  of 
years,  said  Jenkins. 

According  to  Ott  Dameron,  Orem’s 
service  division  manager,  “Right  now 
the  Orem  City  Council  is  looking  at  all 
the  facts  before  they  make  any  deci¬ 
sions. 

“They  had  a  work  session  one  week 
ago  and  the  council  plans  on  dis¬ 
cussing  this  issue  again  on  March  22,” 
he  said. 

At  the  present  time,  Springville 
has  their  own  operation  combined 
with  Spanish  Fork,  said  Gary  Ekker, 
Springville  street  superintendent. 

“As  far  as  I  know,  we  will  continue 
this  way  until  the  city  council  mem¬ 
bers  determine  that  it  would  be  more 
to  our  interest  in  making  any  type  of 
change  in  joining  with  Provo,”  he 
said. 

Cities  can  join  in 

Provo  will  allow  other  cities  to  join 
the  project  later  if  they  change  their 
minds. 

However,  latecomers  will  have  to 
buy  in,  reimbursing  Provo  for  some  of 


its  cost  of  capital  in  developing  the 
site,  said  Jenkins. 

If  Provo  has  to  foot  the  initial  devel¬ 
opment  costs  and  build  a  $1  million 
transfer  station  without  help  from 
other  communities,  the  city  will  have 
to  find  $500,000  to  $600,000  it  does  not 
have,  he  said. 

“Provo  urgently  needs  a  new  solid- 
waste  landfill  because  the  existing 
municipal  dump  is  almost  full  and  de¬ 
velopment  of  a  new  garbage  dump  is 
Provo’s  No.  1  priority,”  said  Jenkins. 

EPA  regulations 

Studies  done  for  Provo  indicate 
that  strict  new  landfill  regulations  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  released  by  the  Environ¬ 
mental  Protection  Agency  next  year 
could  force  the  shutdown  of  municipal 
dumps  in  Utah,  including  several 
throughout  Utah  County. 

According  to  Jenkins,  if  the  EPA 
does  issue  the  regulations,  it  makes 
economic  sense  for  Utah  County  cit¬ 
ies  to  jointly  develop  a  new  landfill 
that  will  meet  those  regulations. 

“I  have  a  feeling  everyone  will  wait 
and  see  what  the  EPA  does  before 
they  decide  to  come  along  in  being  a 
part  of  this  landfill,”  said  Jenkins. 

Provo  is  looking  at  several  options 
to  fund  landfill  site  development  and 
construction  of  the  transfer  stations 
where  collection  trucks  would  trans¬ 
fer  their  loads  of  trash  to  larger  trac¬ 
tor-trailer  vehicles  for  transport  to 
the  dump  Mte. 

The  mayor  said  the  city’s  public 
services  department  may  have 
enough  money  in  its  budget  to  pay  all 
the  up-front  capital  costs,  but  in  doing 
this,  it  would  wipe  out  the  depart¬ 
ment’s  reserves. 

Jenkins  said  the  city  may  issue 
bonds  to  cover  the  expected  half- mil- 
lion-dollar  shortfall  or  sell  some  sur¬ 
plus  real  estate. 

The  city  also  is  considering  priva¬ 
tizing  the  transfer  station  and  the 
hauling  of  trash.

lA/hooping  cough  hits  Utah 


y  APRIL  LOWRY 
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For  the  last  three  years,  whooping  cough,  or  pertussis, 
js  reached  epidemic  proportions  in  Utah  County,  accord- 
g  to  local  health  officials. 

Joseph  Miner,  director  of  the  Utah  County  Health  De- 
irtment,  said  over  the  past  two  months,  nine  cases  of 
hooihng  cough  have  been  documented  from  American 
ork  to  Payson. 

“When  the  usual  number  of  cases  has  been  zero,  this 
^  amber  of  cases  can  be  considered  epidemic,”  said  Miner, 
uring  the  past  couple  of  years,  the  county  has  had  as 
any  as  50  cases  a  year. 

According  to  a  report  on  infectious  diseases,  whooping 
lOUgh  is  an  infection  of  the  upper  respiratory  tract  with 
maptoms  of  coughing  which  can  progress  to  severe,  insis- 
!!nt  coughing. 

Characteristically,  thei’e  is  an  inspiratory  whoop  often 
flowed  by  vomiting. 

“If  you  were  coughing  and  went  to  get  a  breath  and 


couldn’t,  there  would  be  a  gasp  for  breath,  or  a  whoop,” 
said  a  county  health  employee. 

“We  are  trying  to  get  parents  to  immunize  their  chil¬ 
dren.  The  disease  essentially  disappeared  from  our  area 
after  yeai-s  of  stressing  the  importance  of  childhood  immu¬ 
nization,”  he  said.  “Now  numerous  cases  have  again  been 
reported.” 

•  Children  should  first  be  immunized  when  they  are  two 
months  old,  then  at  four,  six  and  15  months  also.  Miner 
said.  They  should  then  receive  a  booster  shot  at  age  five  or 
when  they  start  kindergarten. 

Recent  suiweys  reveal  that  only  20  percent  of  children 
younger  than  one  year  are  being  adequately  immunized  at 
these  recommended  ages. 

Risks  involved  in  receiving  the  vaccine  do  not  compare 
to  the  I’isk  of  getting  the  pertussis  if  a  child  is  not  immu¬ 
nized,  Miner  said. 

Allergic  reactions  to  the  immunization  are  rare  —  only 
one  in  1,000  cases,  according  to  Miner.  In  a  small  percent¬ 
age  of  cases,  there  is  a  minor  risk  of  permanent  injury  or 
death.

Bangerter  opposed  to  laboratory; 
cites  safety  concerns  as  problem 

Governor  says  he  would  not  rule  out  taking  case  to  court 
if  dangerous  pathogenic  organisms  are  going  to  be  tested

Bob  Dole  declared  Monday  it’s  not 
over  for  his  Republican  presidential 
camiaaign,  despite  indications  of  a  big 
Illinois  victory  for  George  Bush,  but 
Democrat  Paul  Simon  admitted  “I 
have  no  jalans  beyond  tomorrow”  and 
the  home-state  primary  he  needs  to 
win. 

With  five  presidential  candidates 
racing  around  the  state  in  a  final  day 
of  campaigning,  Jesse  Jackson  was 
buoyed  by  a  poll  suggesting  he  may 
have  pulled  even  with  fellow  favorite 
son  Simon. 

“On  the  eve  of  a  significant  break¬ 
through  ...  with  your  help,  we  the 
people  can  win  Illinois,”  Jackson  told 
a  cheering  crowd  of  about  1,800  in 
Carbondale. 

Massachusetts  Gov.  Michael 
Dukakis,  placing  third,  sought  a  good 
enough  showing  to  keep  up  some  mo¬ 
mentum  from  Super  Tuesday.  Over 
and  over  on  Monday,  Dukakis  ham¬ 
mered  at  Simon’s  contention  that  the 
Democratic  convention  will  be  dead¬ 
locked. 

It  “would  be  a  disaster”  for  the 
Democrats  to  end  the  primary  )3i-o- 


cess  without  a  nominee-to-be, 
Dukakis  said,  with  “negotiating,  deal¬ 
ing,  people  behind  closed  doors  trying 
to  decide  who  the  nominee  ought  to 
be.” 

The  problem  for  Dole  was  much 
more  immediate  than  the  convention 
months  away.  The  Kansas  Republi¬ 
can  was  looking  for  a  way  to  keep  his 
campaign  alive  in  the  face  of  a  string 
of  Bush  victories. 

“It’s  not  over  for  Bob  Dole,”  he  told 
the  Executives  Club  of  Chicago. 

Later,  at  a  news  conference.  Dole 
repeated  his  determination  to  con¬ 
tinue  beyond  Tuesday:  “I’ve  made  a 
judgment  that  Illinois,  whatever  hap¬ 
pens,  we’re  going  to  keep  going.” 

But  the  Illinois  outlook  for  the  Kan¬ 
sas  senator  was  not  good. 

A  Chicago  Tribune  poll  said  Bush 
was  the  choice  of  62  percent  of  the 
likely  GOP  voters  in  Illinois,  with 
only  28  percent  for  Dole.  Such  a 
strong  showing  could  give  Bush  a  big 
chunk  of  the  82  Republican  delegates 
at  stake  in  Illinois.  Added  to  his  cur¬ 
rent  total  of  705  delegates,  it  could 
give  him  more  than  60  percent  of  the 
1, 139  needed  to  win  the  nomination  at 
the  GOP  National  Convention  . 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Citing 
safety  concerns,  Utah  Gov.  Norm 
Bangerter  said  Monday  he  is 
adamantly  opposed  to  Army  con¬ 
struction  of  a  $5.3  million  biological 
aerosol  test  facility  at  Dugway  Prov¬ 
ing  Ground. 

Conflicting  reports 

The  Republican  governor  said  he 
had  received  conflicting  information 
from  the  Army  about  whether  it  plans 
to  use  the  lab  to  test  the  most  danger¬ 
ous  pathogenic  organisms.  If  so,  he 
said  he  would  not  rule  out  going  to 
court  to  block  construction. 

The  Army  claims  the  laboratory  is 
needed  to  test  equipment  and  proce¬ 
dures  developed  for  defense  against 
an  attack  with  biological  agents.  The 
facility  70  miles  southwest  of  here 
would  allow  for  the  highest  level  of 
containment  possible  —  biosafety 
level  4  —  required  for  experiments 
involving  genetically  altered  organ¬ 
isms  and  diseases  for  which  there  are 
no  vaccines. 

The  Army  has  said  it  has  no  plans  to 
test  such  organisms,  but  wants  the 
level  4  lab  available  “should  the  need 


arise  in  the  future,”  according  to  the 
draft  environmental  impact  study  un¬ 
der  public  review.  The  document  ad¬ 
dresses  only  level  3  testing  for  moder¬ 
ately  pathogenic  organisms  for  which 
vaccines  and  treatment  are  available. 

“I  was  told  in  Washington  that  they 
desired  to  build  a  BL4  facility  as  an 
additional  safeguard  for  BL3  test¬ 
ing,”  Bangerter  said. 

Plans  are  unacceptable 
But  he  said  it  became  apparent  at  a 
later  briefing  at  Dugway  that  “they 
wouldn’t  be  building  a  BL4  facility  ... 
unless  they  would  be  doing  BL4  test¬ 
ing.” 

However,  Bangerter  said  he  was 
told  at  Dugway  that  if  the  Army  de¬ 
cided  to  test  the  most  dangerous  or¬ 
ganisms,  it  would  want  to  be  able  to 
do  so  within  30  days. 

“That’s  unacceptable  to  me,”  he 
said.  “I  am  concerned  about  allowing 
the  Army  to  build  a  facility  that  would 
permit  progression  to  BL4-level  test¬ 
ing  without  a  full  and  complete  envi¬ 
ronmental  impact  study  with  full  pub¬ 
lic  review.” 

Independent  panel 
Bangerter  said  that  before  a  deci¬ 
sion  is  made  to  do  level  4  testing,  an 


independent  panel  of  civilians  and  sci¬ 
entists  should  jointly  decide  if  the 
risks  to  the  health  and  safety  of  the 
populace  are  -woith  taking. 

He  also  said  the  Army  should  more 
closely  consider  building  the  lab  and 
performing  the  tests,  if  necessai’y,  on 
an  island  or  atoll. 

•  Permits  may  be  withheld 

Bangerter  said  he  might  go  to  court 
or  withhold  state  permits  to  halt  con¬ 
struction  of  the  lab  if  the  state’s  con¬ 
cerns  are  not  addressed. 

He  said  he  believed  Army  officials 
don’t  now  intend  to  test  the  most  dan¬ 
gerous  bacteria,  viruses  or  toxins. 

“But  they’re  concerned  about  the 
Russians  and  others  doing  things,  and 
they  want  to  be  prepared  and  able  to 
respond. 

“And  I  don’t  think  that’s  imprudent 
. . .  but  I  think  we  ought  to  know  those 
things,”  Bangerter  said. 

The  Arniy’s  draft  EIS  concludes 
the  proposed  lab  would  pose  no  signif¬ 
icant  risk  to  the  environment  or  to 
people  living  downwind. 

Public  hearings  on  the  document 
were  scheduled  Monday  night  in 
Tooele  and  March  22  in  Salt  Lake 
City. 
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Carlucci  will  question  Soviet  changes 

WASHINGTON  —  Defense  Secretary  Frank  Carlucci  was  to  ask  his  Soviet 
counterpart  at  talks  beginning  Tuesday  in  Switzerland  whether  highly  publi¬ 
cized  changes  in  Ki'emlin  military  doctrine  mean  reductions  in  Soviet  forces. 

Carlucci,  meeting  Tuesday  through  Thursday  with  Soviet  Defense  Minister 
Dmitri  Yazov,  will  also  discuss  arms  control,  human  rights  and  the  proposed 
Soviet  withdrawal  from  Afghanistan. 

Other  topics  will  include  such  dangerous  military  situations  as  a  collision 
between  U.S.  and  Soviet  warships  in  the  Black  Sea  last  month;  a  senior 
Pentagon  official  told  reporters  Monday. 

Carlucci  has  said  he  doesn’t  want  the  meeting  to  pre-empt  talks  on  reducing 
nuclear  and  conventional  forces. 

However,  he  does  want  to  ask  Yazov  about  the  emerging  Soviet  doctrine  of 
“reasonable  sufficiency.’’ 

“We  would  like  to  get  an  idea  of  where  they  are  going,”  said  the  official,  who 
spoke  on  condition  of  anonymity. 

“We  will  be  asking  them  if  this  (new  doctrine)  is  ...  truly  a  change  in  their 
policy  and  not  just  a  public  recitation,”  said  the  official.  “What  changes  in 
Soviet  equipment  will  we  see?  Will  there  be  a  shift  in  force  structure?” 

“Over  the  years,  we  have  seen  quite  a  disparity  (between)  their  nuclear 
doctrine  and  what  force  structure  they  have  actually  acquired,”  said  the 
official. 
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Shamir  brings  ideas  for  peace  talks 


WASHINGTON  —  Israeli  Prime  Minister  Yitzhak  Shamir  arrived  her-e 
Monday  with  what  he  called  new  ideas  for  Mideast  peace  talks  and  said  he 
would  not  give  a  yes-or-no  reply  to  the  U.S.  blueprint  for  negotiations  with  the 
Arabs  during  his  four-day  stay. 

“For  us,  these  matters  are  questions  of  life  and  death,  of  our  very  exis¬ 
tence,”  Shamir  said  Monday  night  in  a  speech  to  the  United  Jewish  Appeal. 

While  he  promised  to  keep  an  open  mind  in  the  talks,  Shamir  took  a  hard  line 
on  Israel’s  retention  of  the  West  Bank  and  Gaza,  at  least  part  of  which  the 
Reagan  administi'ation  is  calling  on  Israel  to  surrender. 

“I  am  astonished  at  some  people’s  short  memory,”  Shamir  said.  “Did  we 
have  peace  when  we  did  not  have  these  territories? 

“Don’t  they  remember  that  the  two  most  dangerous  attempts  to  destroy  us 
—  in  1948  and  in  1967  —  were  made  when  we  did  not  control  any  of  these 
territories?  Do  they  want  us  to  go  back  to  a  situation  which  would  inevitably 
invite  another  such  attempt?” 


Court  refuses  to  grant  stay  of  execution 


STARKE,  Fla.  —  Legal  options  dwindled  Monday  for  convicted  killer 
Willie  Jasper  Darden,  who  was  scheduled  for  execution  Tuesday  in  Florida’s 
electric  chair  after  surviving  an  unprecedented  six  death  warrants. 

The  Florida  Supreme  Court  refused  to  grant  a  stay  Monday  for  Darden,  who 
became  the  focus  of  an  international  campaign  against  capital  punishment.  It 
was  the  eighth  time  the  state’s  highest  court  had  upheld  either  his  conviction 
or  death  sentence. 

Darden,  who  has  steadfastly  maintained  his  innocence  in  the  September 
1973  fatal  shooting  of  a  Lakeland  furniture  store  owner,  was  scheduled  to  be 
electrocuted  at  7  a.m.  Tuesday  at  Horida  State  Prison  near  this  North  Florida 
town.  Elsewhere,  lawyers  in  Louisiana  appealed  the  death  sentence  facing 
Wayne  Robert  Felde  on  Tuesday. 

The  Florida  Supreme  Court  rejected  Darden’s  claim  of  ineffective  legal 
counsel  and  also  the  argument  that  the  trial  court’s  finding  that  the  crime  was 
“heinous,  atrocious  and  cruel”  was  unsupported.  “We  have  papers  already 
lodged  in  U.S.  Supreme  Court,”  said  Lan-y  Spalding,  chief  of  the  Office  of 
Capital  Collateral  Representative. 


Gorbachev  meets  with  Yugoslav  leaders 


BELGRADE,  Yugoslavia  — Mikhail  Gorbachev  was  informal  and  good-na¬ 
tured  Monday  on  the  first  day  of  his  visit  to  a  communist  country  that  has  tried 
some  of  the  economic  reforms  he  supports. 

The  Soviet  leader  made  an  unscheduled  stop  in  a  busy  downtown  squai-e  and 
left  his  armored  limousine  to  shake  hands  and  chat  bnefiy  with  pedestrians. 
Late  in  the  day,  after  visiting  memorials  and  monuments,  the  chief  of  the 
Soviet  Communist  Party  began  talks  with  President  Lazar  Mojsov  and  Bosko 
Ki’unic,  head  of  the  Yugoslav  party. 

Speaking  with  reporters  before  beginning  the  meeting  with  Yugoslav  lead¬ 
ers. 

Gorbachev  said  he  came  to  Belgrade  to  give  “new  impulses”  to  the  long  and 
friendly  relationship  between  the  countries.  Yugoslav  officials  have  said  a 
principal  topic  of  discussion  will  be  Yugoslavia’s  economic  system  of  “self-man¬ 
aged,  market  socialism,”  which  purports  to  give  workers  control  of  theij' 
factories  and  enterprises. 


Bangerter  urged  to  veto  AIDS  bill 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  — The  Utah  Hospital  Association  has  asked  Gov. 
Norm  Bangerter  to  veto  a  bill  requiring  hospitals  to  test  patients  for  AIDS  — 
a  request  from  emergency  personnel  fearful  of  having  been  exposed  to  the 
deadly  virus. 

“We  would  urge  you  to  veto  this  bill,”  UHA  general  counsel  Carolyn  Nichols 
said  Monday  in  a  meeting  with  the  governor.  House  Bill  220  would  require  the 
AIDS  testing  in  cases  of  “significant  exposure,”  meaning  contact  with  blood  or 
other  bodily  fluids.  The  association  believes  the  bill’s  requirements  are  unreal¬ 
istic.  Nichols  suggested  instead  testing  emergency  medical  technicians  and 
police  officers  every  six  months.  She  also  suggested  requii-ing  the  users  of 
emergency  medical  services  to  give  implied  consent  to  AIDS  testing. 

Association  members  also  are  concerned  about  the  accuracy  of  AIDS  test¬ 
ing.  Up  to  20  percent  of  those  tested  are  judged  incon-ectly  to  have  the  virus, 
and  such  false  reports  can  ruin  careers  and  families  and  make  it  virtually 
impossible  for  that  person  to  get  insurance,  Nichols  said.

The  newspaper  said  that  for  three 
months  the  experiment  placed  sheep 
in  areas  where  tests  with  deadly  an¬ 
thrax  spores  had  occurred.  The  sheep 
were  then  moved  to  safe  gi’ound  and 
their  condition  monitored  another 
eight  months.  When  they  showed  no 
sign  of  anthrax  disease,  the  test  area 
was  proclaimed  safe. 

Other  areas  contaminated  through 
anthrax  testing  ,  are  apparently 
guarded  more  closely. 

For  example,  the  British  govern¬ 
ment  prohibits  visits  to  Gruinard  Is¬ 
land,  which  is  two  miles  off  the  Scot¬ 
tish  coast.  Its  soil  was  heavily 
contaminated  with  anthrax  spores 
during  World  War  II  germ  warfare 
tests. 

British  scientists  say  the  contami¬ 
nation  there  could  last  for  centuries 
and  they  question  whether  it  is  possi-

Documents  obtained  from  the 
Army  and  Air  Force  through  the  help 
of  Sen.  Orrin  Hatch,  R-Utah,  explain 
how  the  Army  decided  the  area  was 
safe. 

A  letter  to  Hatch  from  Charles  R. 
Smith,  Army  Material  Command, 
said  that  in  1967  the  Army  labeled  the 
Salt  Flat  Grids  test  site  —  about  35 
miles  from  both  Dugway  and  Wen- 
dover  —  as  a  permanently  contami¬ 
nated  area. 

Smith  said  that  classification  was 
changed  in  1974  after  extensive  soil 
testing  and  the  sheep  experiment. 

But  1979  versions  of  the  Air  Force 
maps  still  showed  that  area  as  perma¬ 
nently  contaminated. 

Smith  provided  no  details  about  the 
soil  sampling  but  did  enclose  docu¬ 
ments  about  the  sheep  experiment. 

The  Army,  the  state  veterinarian 
and  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agi'icul- 


ture  decided  to  use  sheep  for  the  test 
because  they  are  highly  susceptible  to 
anthrax,  and  their  movements  could 
unearth  anthrax  spores  in  the  soil. 

The  sheep  were  on  the  test  site 
from  May  9  through  July  9, 1973,  with 
blood  tests  taken  each  month. 

When  no  signs  of  disease  were 
found,  officials  recommended  that 
“this  area  now  be  declared  non-haz- 
ardous  and  that  the  iDotential  utiliza¬ 
tion  of  this  area  for  animal  habitation 
would  be  nil.” 

The  sheep  were  then  taken  to  a  safe 
area  and  observed  another  eight 
months,  and  still  appeared  to  be  in 
good  health. 

Officials  designated  the  germ  war¬ 
fare  test  area  free  of  hazard  and  di¬ 
rected  that  fences  and  debris  be 
cleared  from  the  site. 

Documents  pointed  out  that  an¬ 
thrax  spores  normally  thrive  better  in 
areas  with  low-alkaline  soil,  decom¬ 
posed  animal  and  vegetable  remains 
and  rains  followed  by  hot,  humid 
weather.  - 

It  said  the  Dugway  site  has  none  of 
those  characteristics. 

Smith’s  letter  to  Hatch  also  ad¬ 
dresses  two  other  areas  at  Dugway 
maps  identify  as  hazardous. 

The  first  is  called  Granite  Peak  Bio¬ 
logical  Warfare  Plots.  Smith  said  at 
that  site,

The  BYU  Men’s  and  Women’s 
Alpine  Ski  Teams  returned  home 
from  Minnesota  this  weekend  with 
five  All-American  skiers  and  a  second 
place  men’s  combined  in  the  National 
Collegiate  Ski  Association/F  ord 
Sports  National  Championships. 

BYU’s  All-American  Steve  Jones 
led  the  Cougar  men  to  a  second-place 
showing  in  the  combined  by  success¬ 
fully  defending  his  slalom  and  giant 
slalom  combined  title  for  the  second 
year  in  a  row. 

The  four-day  competition  featured 
the  nation’s  best  NCSA  colleges  be¬ 
ginning  with  the  women’s  slalom  in 
Lutsen,  Minn.,  on  Wednesday. 

The  BYU  Women’s  Alpine  Team 
placed  .second  in  giant  slalom  with 
freshman  All-American  Janilee  Jones 
placing  third  and  freshman  teammate 
Raquel  Weldon,  also  an  All-Ameri¬ 
can,  placing  fourth. 

“Our  women  skied  really  well  in  the 
giant  slalom,’’  said  BYU  Coach  Ford 
Stevenson.  Whitman  College  had  the 
lead  after  the  giant  slalom  and  that 
put  BYU  in  perfect  position  for  Fri¬ 
day’s  slalom. 

“We  felt  comfortable  going  into  the 
slalom,”  said  Stevenson.  “We  were 
right  where  we  wanted  to  be.” 

But  luck  was  not  with  the  Cougar 
women. 

“The  weather  conditions  were  bru¬ 
tal,  and  the  kids  had  to  ski  in  a  raging 
blizzard,”  said  Stevenson. 

With  the  pressure  on,  and  anxieties 
high,  the  Cougar  women  failed  to  get 
a  finisher  in  the  slalom,  with  all  either 
falling  or  straddling  a  gate. 

“There  was  a  pitch  on  the  hill  where 
I  couldn’t  stand,  it  was  total  ice,”  said 
Stevenson. 

BYU’s  Elizabeth  Kurkowiak  was 
fourth  after  a  troubled  first  run  and 
finished  the  second  run  with  a  com¬ 
bined  time  good  enough  for  second 
overall.  But  Kurkowiak  was  disquali¬ 
fied  after  judges  reviewed  a  video 
tape  of  Kurkowiak’s  second  run. 

Kurkowiak  was  disqualified  be¬ 
cause  both  her  ski  tip  and  boot  did  not 
make  it  through  the  gate. 

Weldon  was  out  after  the  first  run 
with  a  dislocated  shoulder  after  she 
hooked  a  tip. 

The  BYU  men  won  the  giant  slalom 
on  Thursday  with  Jones  posting  the 
fastest  combined  time.  BYU’s  other 
All-American  skiers,  Jouni  Kijanen 
from  Finland  was  fourth  and  Joel 
Davidowski  was  ninth.

parks.  That  fee  will  increase  from  $20 
for  a  half  day  and  $30  for  a  full  day  to 
$25  for  four  hours  and  $50  for  full-day 
use. 

Park  reservations  can  be  made 
from  April  to  October,  or  as  long 
weather  permits,  according  to  the 
Utah  Public  Works  Department. 

“Reservations  are  made  bn  a  first- 
come-first-served  basis,”  said  Cheryl 
Jones  of  the  department.  “Reserva¬ 
tions  are  accepted  over  the  phone.” 


Provo  city  officials,  concerned 
about  nearly  $750,000  in  unpaid  elec¬ 
trical  bills,  are  adopting  a  tougher 
stance  on  delinquent  accounts. 

Ron  Hardy,  the  Provo  Energy  De¬ 
partment’s  assistant  director  for  ad¬ 
ministration,  said  credit  policies  have 
tightened  and  electrical  shut-offs  are 
once  again  being  used  to  force  pay¬ 
ments.  “We’ve  been  very  lenient  with 
our  receivables,”  he  said.  “This  win¬ 
ter  and  last  winter  we  haven’t  shut  off 
many.  Now  we’re  taking  a  stronger 
stance.  This  isn’t  a  policy  change,  but 
it’s  come  to  the  forefront  because 
we’re  being  more  stringent  on  who  we 
cut  off.” 

For  several  years  Provo  has  abided 
by  a  self-imposed  moratorium  on  dis¬ 
connections  during  winter  months  for 
customei’s  who  can’t  pay  their  power 
bills.  To  qualify  under  the  morato¬ 
rium  program,  customers  had  to 
agree  to  a  payment  schedule  to  bring 
the  account  current. 

But  enforcement  was  lax,  and 
many  delinquent  accounts  were  never 
paid  or  disconnected,  Hardy  said. 
When,  90-day  delinquent  accounts 
reached  $700,000  three  months  ago, 
city  officials  decided  to  crack  down. 
While  that  figure  has  now  been  cut  to 
$275,000,  the  total  delinquent  amount 
still  is  more  than  $740,000,  represent¬ 
ing  thousands  of  individual  accounts. 


Now,  anyone  whose  power  bill  is 
more  than  55  days  overdue  is  in  jeop¬ 
ardy  of  being  disconnected.

England's  Edward 
may  marry  Catholic, 
will  forfeit  crown

LONDON  —  Prince  Edward,  the 
youngest  son  of  Queen  Elizabeth  II, 
reportedly  has  proposed  to  the 
daughter  of  a  Belgian  baroness  —  a 
marriage  that  would  require  the 
prince  to  forfeit  his  chance  to  become 
king. 

The  People,  a  weekly  London 
tabloid,  said  the  24-year-old  prince 
has  proposed  to  Georgia  May,  22, 
whose  mother,  Catherine,  was  born  a 
baroness  in  Belgium’s  Van  den 
Branden  de  Reeth  family. 

Edward  would  have  to  give  up  his 
rights  as  fifth  in  line  to  the  British 
throne  if  he  marries  Miss  May,  a  Ro¬ 
man  Catholic,  the  newspaper  said. 

Under  British  law,  only  Protes- 
tants  may  become  British  monarchs.
